Longest Suspension Bridge 
» In World Opened. 


BOVE and below, the interna- 
Av boundary between Can- 
ada and the United States is 
being spanned where the Detroit 
River separates Ontario and Mich- 
igan. 

Already the two-mile Ambassador 
Bridge is linking the people and 
interests of the two countries. Fol- 
lowing a dedicatory ceremony on 
Armistice Day, the span was thrown 
open for public use on November 
15. For three years, it will enjoy 
the di:@inction of being the longest 
suspension bridge in the world. By 
1933, however, its stretch of 1,850 
feet between the two sky-scraping 
towers will be forced to take sec- 
ond place because of the longer 
span of the Hudson River bridge 
linking uptown New York and Jer- 
sey. Until the building of the Am- 
bassador bridge, world distinction 
for the longest suspension span was 
enjoyed by the Philadelphia-Cam- 
den bridge over the Delaware 
River, its suspended length being 
1,750 feet. ™ 

In the meantime, dredging and 
excavating are being rushed on the 
Windsor-Detroit tunnel. It is ex- 
pected that, before another year has 
passed, this international thorough- 
fare also can be in use,

TUBERCULOSIS 
DIAGNOSTIC CLINICS 


A congideration of the problems 
growing out of tuberculosis is. defin- 
ftely encouraging and should be suf 
ficient stimulus for greater effort. 
Encouragement comes from the fact 
that while disease continues to take 
a heavy toll of human lives—over 
7,800 in Canada during 1928—it has 
been conquered to, a coniderable ex- 
tent, and year by year its ravages 
are. being lessened. A ‘resolve to per- 
severe, and determination to make 
a greater effort have come as the re- 
sult of seeing that past and present 
efforts have been and are effective 
and that the only limit to their effec 
tiveness has been the extent to which 
the work has beem limited. While it 
is true that many factors have indir- 
ectly conitributed ‘to the reduction 
which has occurred in tuberculosis, 
it is equally true that the greatest 
reductions have taken place, one 
might almost say, in djrect propor- 
tion to the extent of the aniti 


.culosis campaign . — 


More and mo attention is being 
focussed onthe need for early diag- 


| atoria, Like everything dlse of that 


— — 


ed in the early stage of the disease. 
In order to prevent and control thé 
spread of tuberculosis, it is necessary 
that: cases be recognized carly and 
that patients be educated and train- 


ed so that they will mot pass on the 
infection to others. To attain : 


two desirable aims, it is ‘ necessary 
that early diagnosis be made. This 
fact hais been recognized, and scat- 
tered across Canada, are centres 
where examinations are made and 
the disease debected inyits early stag- 
ee. This is most desirable not only 
for the cage, but for the public; be- 
cause it means control of the 
spread of the disease and public pro- 
tection, These diagnostic clinics are 
maintained by some Provincial Gov- 
ernmentis and by the tuberculosis san

Though tak- 
ing these ships a little out of their 
course to Yokohama, it will still 
leave them their supremacy as 
making the fastest run between 
this continent and the Orient, he 
added.
